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the copying out of the ſeveral Monuments and 
Arms in them, which were reauced by him into 
a Book written with his own han:l, by me ſeen and 
peruſed : In 97, he Publiſhed his Grceb Grammar, On 
the 22:h of Octeb. the fame Year, (after ha hal ro- 
fuled a Maſterſhip of the Requeſts, which was 611;'d 
to him.) he was Created Herald of Arms callzd Rich- 
mond, becaule no Perton can be King before he is 
Herald, and the next day he was Created C!rren- 
ceaux King of Arms, in the place of Rich. Lee, who 
died on the 23 of Septerab, laſt paſt. This was done 
by the ſingular favor of Queen Elzabeth at the in- 
cant fupplication of his Patron Sir Fulk Grewl, af. 
erwards Lord Brook 5 both which had an elpþ<cial 
reſpect for him and his great Learmins, in Ensliſh 
and other Antiquities. In 1609, he took a Journey 
in Summer time to Carl;//e, in the companv of 
the EMINENT Antiquary Robert Cotton Eſq; (atcer- 
wards Bt.) for the viewing of ſome Northern Anti» 
quities to be put into another Edition of his Britan- 
2:4, and returned not till December tollowing. In 
I 6056, he ſent his firſt Letters to Fac. Aup. Thuanus 
the moſt noted Hiſtoriographer of France, trom 
which time to the Death of Thuanus, which was in 
Apr. 1617, there was a conſtant commerce of I et- 
ters between them. Our Author Camden {hiles (f) 
him Gallie Lumen & Hiſtoricorum noſtri (ecu/; Prin- 
ceps, to Whom he had communicated many mate- 
rial matters concerning Eng/iſh Aﬀairs, which were 
atterwards digeſted into the ſeveral Books of Hiſto- 
ries, publiſhed by Thuanus. In 1608, he began to put 
in order, and digeſt his Annals of Sucen Flizabeth. 
In the beginning of the year 1613. at which time 
he attended the Funeral of Sir Thomas Bodley at 
Oxon, he had the Degree of Maſter of Arts offer- 
ed ro him, but refuſed, as it ſeems, to take it, 
and ſoon atter was made the firſt Hiſtor1ographer ot 
Chelſey College by the Founder thereof. In 1619. 
July 1. his name being then ſpread over the learned 
World, fix Noble Men of Germany gave him a vitic 
at is Houle in /7?minſter, 1n whole Albums, he, at 
their defire wrote his name, and a Latin Sentence 
as a teſtimony of Is reſpe& to them, which they 
cook for a very great honor. In 1621- May F. 
he, by his Deed then bearing date, Founded the 
Hiſtory Lecture of this Univerſity : winch Deed 
being publiſhed in a Convocation of Regents, 
and Non-Regents, on the 17. of May 1622. he 
was in the year tollowing declared a publick Bez- 
nefactor of the Univerlity of Oxon, In 1622. 
Fune 7, He fell again into a moſt dangerous {1ck- 
nels, and on the 16. of Auguſt following, while 
he {ate muſing 1n his Chair, his Hands and Fez 

ſuddenly failed him : whereupon falling on the 
ground, he role again much diſtempered, and: was 
never afterwards well till he dyed. He was a very 
good natured Man, very Mild and Charitable, and 
throughout the whole courſe of his lite a good 
Chriftan. He was an exact Critick and Philologſt, 
accurately skilled in the Greek and Latin Tongues ; 
and above all a moſt faithtul Hiſtorian, and a mojit 
learned Antiquary. Thele accompiithinent gaine 
him the eſteem of the chieteſt of the Novlity, an 
moſt Learned of this Nation; and allo beyo::d t 
Seas, particularly of Ortel:us, Lipſius, Down, Scat 
ger, Thuanus, Gruterus, Piereſhins, and T/aac Ca/auvon, 
'The Epittles of all whom, and of others ot els 
note, I have {cen in the Corronian Library, and find 
that he was genavially by theiw reckobeu ons of tic 
Urcaicit Scuholas of bi Ac home, I am ſure, 
he was always much valued ; and by his excellent 
Works, of which I ſhall now give a full and ex- 
act account, which deſerved that Reputation.
